NUMISMATICS IN SOVIET ARMENIA 


The study of coins is called numismatics. This was an established 
science in Europe in the nineteenth century. Numismatics blos- 
somed in Armenia after the establishment of the State Museum of 
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Armenian History in Yerevan; the Academy of sciences provided 
guidance to the Museum, 


The collections of Etchmiadzin, Lazarian Institute, Arme- 
nian Ethnographic Society, Ani Museum, Nakhijevan (Don Rostov), 
and Armenian SSR Committee for the Preservation of Antiquity 
were surrendered to the State Museum of Armenian History. They 
formed the fundamental collection which would increase and grow 
as new material was received. 


The numismatic acquisitions of the Museum took place in 
three basic directions: 


1. The collections surrendered to the Museum by the local 
population and coins which were discovered during routine 
field work. 


2. The coins and hoards discovered due to archaeological 
excavations in ancient Armenian cities and castles. 


3. The coins and numismatic collections of Armenians of 
the diaspora donated to the Museum. 


During the past three decades, since VWII, the numismatic 
collection of the Museum tripled in size. The material accumu- 
lated can be classified into three categories: 


1. Coins issued by the Armenian governments or coins which 
had Armenian origin. 


2. Coins issued in foreign countries by foreign governments 
but are related to Armenia. 


3. Non Armenian coins issued in Armenia by foreign governments. 


The creation of Armenian numismatic literature was the next 
important milestone which took place in Soviet Armenia. Since 
1962 several monographs and a long list of numismatic articles 
were composed by the employees of the Museum and have been pub- 
lished in scholarly periodicals both inside of Soviet Armenia and 
in the diaspora. 


Another major achievement for the Museum was a numismatic 
exhibit (1980), formed from the gifts of Armenians abroad. Here 
the names of the contributors were noted and their gifts mentioned. 
The exhibit lasted a full year and was observed by the thousands 
of visitors in Yerevan, the capital city of Armenia.

While identifying the modern forgeries of Myrina produced in a 

workshop in Baghdad ca. 1900, the author reviews two varieties 

of tetradrachms of Tiganes the Great where the obverses are from 
the same die but the reverses differ. The unique feature of the 
obverse is a small star to the left of the ear. In one case, on 
the reverse, the Tyche is holding a palm branch, in the second 
specimen (silver and gold), the head of Orontes. Based on the 
study of the fabric and general appearance of other forgeries, 
the author considers both coins unquestionably modern forgeries.
